1 . (Currently Amended) A method for establishing a call from a first device to a 

second device^ comprising: 

receiving a call placed by a user from the first device; 

receiving from the first device speech information voiced by the user; 

deriving first information regarding the second device using the speech 
Information : 

receiving from the first device second information usefu l for associating 
the user with a third device; 

transferring the call to a first switch associated with the third device; 

forwarding the call from the first switch to a second switch using the first 
information r e c ei v e d from th e f i rst d e vic e, the second switch being 
associated with the second device; and 

completing the call from the second switch to the second device. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising wh e re i n r e c ei v i ng 

from th e f i rst dev i ce i nformation r e gard i ng th e s e cond d e v i c e comprises: 

sending a prompt to the first device such that the first device provides the 
user with audible instructionsr-dn^ 

r e c ei v i ng sp e ech informat i on from th e us e r r e garding th e s e cond d e v i c e. 



3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1^ wherein r e c ei ving from th e f i rst 
dev i c e deriving first information r e gard i ng th e s e cond d e v i c e comprises: 
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roGo i v i ng deriving contact information from th e us e r via sp ee ch regarding 
a contact stored in a user's address book from the speech 
information ; and 

retrieving the first information from the address boo k i nformat i on 
sp e c i fy i ng th e second d e vic e using the contact information; 

wh e r ei n transf e rr i ng the ca ll from th e first switch to th e s e cond sw i tch 
i nc l ud e s us i ng th e r e cord d e v i c e informat i on r e tri e ved from th e 
addr e ss book . 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1^ wherein r e c ei v i ng from the f i rst 

d e vice deriving first information r e gard i ng the s e cond d e v i ce comprises: 

receiving from th e us e r deriving a command to search an address book for 
a contact from the speech information : 

receiving search criteria from the user; 

retrieving contact information from the address book using the search 
criteria; 

sending to the first device the retrieved contact information; 

receiving from the first device selection information specifying at least one 
contact; and 

deriving the first information using the selection information; 

wher e in transferring the ca ll from tho first sw i tch to the second switch, 
i ncludos using i nformat i on r o triovod from tho address book 
regard i ng th e at le ast on e sp e cifi e d contact . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4^ wherein receiving search criteria 

comprises receiving speech information from the user. 
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6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein receiving a call placed by a 
user of the first device comprises: 

receiving the call at a third switch; 

transferring signaling information regarding the call from the third switch to 
a first processor; 

transferring information regarding the call from the first processor to a 
second processor; and 

transferring the call from the third switch to the second processor, wherein 
the second processor receives from the first device the information 
regarding the second and third devices; and 

redirecting by the third switch the call from the second set of processors to 
the first switch in response to an instruction from the first set of 
processors. 



7. (Currently Amended) A system for establishing a call from a first device to a 
second device via a communication network, comprising 

a first switch for receiving a call placed by a user from a first device; 

a first set of one or more processors proc e ssor for receiving from the first 
device speech information voiced by the user, for deriving first 
information regarding the second device using the speech 
information , and for receiving second information useful for 
associating the user with a third device; 

a second switch associated with the second device for receiving the call 
and completing the call to the second device; and 
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a third switch for receiving the call from the first switch and fonA^arding the 
call to the second switch using the first information roco i vod from 
th e f i rst d e v i c e. 



8. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 7^ wherein the first set of processors 

processor sends i s for s e nd i ng a prompt to the first device to provide the user 
with audible instructions , and for r e ceiving spooch information from tho usor 
r e gard i ng th e s e cond d e v i c e. 

9. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 7, further comprising: 



a storage device storing an address book for the user; and 

a second set of one or more processors for accessing the address book; 

wherein the first set of processors for roco i ving i nformation from tho f i rst 




r e garding recognizing a contact stored in the user's address book 
from the speech information and sending a query to the second set 
of processors for access i ng the address book regarding the contact 
rocoivod information ; and 

wherein the second set of processors for accessing the addr e ss book , in 
response to the query, afe is capable of retrieving from the address 
book first information spoc i fy i ng the socond dov i co ; an4 

wherein tho third sw i tch transf e rs th e ca ll to tho socond sw i tch using tho 
socond device information . 



1 0. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 7^ further comprising: 



a storage device storing an address book for the user; and 

a second set of one or more processors for accessing the address book; 
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wherein the first set of processors for rocoiving i nformation from tho first 
devic e afe is capable of receiving from the first dev i c e deriving a 
command to search the address book for a contact from the speech 
information , receiving search criteria from the first device, and 
sending a query to the second set of one or mor e processors 
regarding the search criteria, receiving, in response to the query, 
from the second set of one or moro processors for acc e ss i ng the 
addr e ss book contact informafion using the search criteria, sending 
to the first device the received contact information, and receiving 
selection information from the first device specifying at least one 
contact , and deriving the first information using the selection 
information and the contact information : and 

wherein the second set of processors for acc e ssing tho addr e ss book , in 
response to the query, afe is capable of retrieving contact 
information from the address book regarding one or more contacts 
using the search criteria and sending the contact information to the 
one or moro first set of processors for rocoiv i ng th e information 
from tho first dov i co ; 

wh e r ei n th e third sw i tch transfers th o ca l l to the second sw i tch using 

informat i on rotr i ovod from tho address book r e garding tho at loast 
ono solootod contact . 



1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim 10^ wherein the received search criteria 
from the first device comprises speech information from a user of the first device. 



1 2. (Original) The system of claim 7, further comprising: 

a set of one or more processors capable of receiving signaling information 
regarding the call from the first switch, transferring information 
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regarding the call to the set of processors for receiving information 
from the first device, sending an instruction to the first switch to 
transfer the call to the set of processors for receiving information 
from the first device, and sending an instruction to the first switch to 
redirect the call from the set of processors for receiving information 
from the first device to the third switch. 

13. (Currently Amended) A system for establishing a call from a first device to a 

second device^ comprising: 

means for receiving a call placed by a user from the first device; 

means for receiving from the first device speech information voiced bv the 
user: 

means for deriving first information regarding the second device using the 
speech information 

means for receiving from the first device information associating the user 
with a third device; 

means for transferring the call to a first switch associated with the third 
device; 

means for forwarding the call from the first switch to a second switch using 
the first information roco i vod from the first dovico , the second 
switch being associated with the second device; and 

means for completing the call from the second switch to the second 
device. 

14. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 13^ wh e r ei n th e m e ans for r e c ei v i ng 

from th e f i rst d e vic e i nformat i on r e gard i ng the s e cond d e vic e compris e s further 
comprising : 
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means for sending prompt information to the first device such that the first 
device provides the user with audible instructionsi-afl^ 

m ea ns for roco i ving sp e ech i nformation from th e us e r r e gard i ng th e 
second d e vice . 



1 5. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 3^ wherein the means for roc oi ving 
from th e f i rst dev i c e deriving first information r e gard i ng th e second dovico 
comprises: 

means for r e c e iv i ng deriving from the speech information contact 

information from tho us e r via spooch regarding a contact stored in a 
user's address book; and 

means for retrieving the first information from the address book 
informat i on spec i fying th e second device using the contact 
information; 

whoroin tho moans for transf e rr i ng the call from tho f i rst sw i tch to the 
s e cond sw i tch includes means for us i ng th e s e cond d e v i c e 
i nformat i on r e tri e v e d from th e address book . 



16. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 13^ wherein the means for receiving 
from the first device information regarding the second device comprises: 

means for rocoiv i ng from the user deriving from the speech information a 
command to search an address book for a contact; 

means for receiving search criteria from the user; 

means for retrieving contact information from the address book using the 
search criteria; 

means for forwarding to the first device the information retrieved from the 
address book; 
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means for receiving from the first device selection information specifying 
at least one contact; and 

means for deriving the first information using the selection information:

1 7. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 15^^ wherein the received search 

criteria from the first device comprises speech information. 

18. (Original) The system of claim 13, wherein the means for receiving a call 

placed by a user of the first device comprises: 

means for receiving signaling infomriation regarding the call from the first 
switch, transferring information regarding the call to the means for 
receiving information from the first device, sending an instruction to 
the first switch to transfer the call to the means for receiving 
information from the first device, and sending an instruction to the 
first switch to redirect the call from the means for receiving 
information from the first device to the third switch. 
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
